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Hides are divided into two 
great subclasses: packer hides 
and country hides. Packer hides 
are taken off uniformly, are 
cured and stored under standard 
conditions, and are usually 
available in such numbers that 
purchasers may secure several ; 
thousand of one grade of hide. Country hides, on the other hand, 
are removed according to the idea of each individual skinner, are 
usually imperfectly cured and stored, always show greater percent- 
ages of cuts and gashes, and are never on the market in sufficient- 
ly uniform grades to allow narrow selections of any number in a 
given grade. 

Packer hides are divided into subclasses as follows:

hides are thicker through the 
hindquarter and lighter in the 
forequarter while bull hides are 
quite thin behind and very thick 
over the shoulders. Steer hides 
are intermediate, but are heav- 
ier behind than a bull’s hide, al- 
; so being wider. Hides are thick- 
er in winter than in summer, but the shrinkage due to cure is 
greater in summer than in winter hides. Without going into the 
salt, summer hides will stand up only two days while winter hides 
will stand up three days. With the large packers, hides are graded 
as they go into the salt, but with the smaller houses the grading 
is done as the hides come out. 


While Texas hides usually makes the heaviest sole leather,

Spready native steer hides are measured from brisket to brisk- 
et as the hide is stretched flat; that is, the measurement corres- 
ponds to the girth. Spready native steer hides are used for auto- 
mobile, carriage, and furniture leather. Heavy and Light Native 
Steer hides are used for harness and belting leather. Extreme 
Light Native Steer hides are used for upper leathers and belting 
leather. All branded steer hides are used for sole leather, as are 
branded cows. Heavy Native Cows are used for harness, automo- 
bile and furniture leather, while Light Native Cow hides are used 
for case and bag leather, harness, upper leather, and belting. 


In 1921 approximately 54.5 percent of the hides on the market 
were branded and the remainder unbranded. Of the total receipts 
11.7 percent were Heavy and Light Native Steers; 0.3 percent were 
Spready Native Steers; 7.3 percent were Extreme Light Native 
Steers; 0.5 percent were Heavy Native Cows; 20 percent were Light 
Native Cows; 1.8 percent were Native Bulls; and 1.1 percent were 
Koshers. Of the branded cattle 5 percent were butt branded; 11.7 
were side branded or Colorados; 5.9 percent were heavy Texas; 
7.5 were Light Texas; and 3.9 percent Extreme Light Texas. 
Branded cows constitute 22.6 per cent. and branded bulls 0.8 per 
cent. The remainder were calves and miscellanecus. 


There are many sex differences which develop in hides. Cow 


they are at a great disadvantage due to the brands, which when 
tanned into sole leather wear out very rapidly. Cattle without 
horns usually throw a heavier hide in proportion to their weight, 
than do horned cattle. Bull hides are heavier than steer hides, and 
steer hides are heavier than cow hides. Among fat cattle, Here- 
fords adn Aberdeen-Angus throw the heaviest hides, with Holstein- 
Friesians a close third. It costs more to inspect native hides due 
to the necessity of a thorough examination for brands, which are 
admitted to exist in western and southwestern cattle. 


Kosher killed cattle, which run from 10 to 25 percent of heavy 
hides, are subject to a % to % cent per pound reduction in hide 
sale values, due to the cut in the throat. Similarly, cut hides, ac- 
cidently damaged in skinning, are reduced about a cent a pound 
and usually include from 3 to 4 percent of the total production. 


Grubby hides are subject to an allowance of 1 cent a pound, in 
case there are five or more grub holes present. Grubbing privi- 
leges for the buyer always close on June 1st, but open at different 
seasons according to the kind of hide. For all Texas steers and 
branded cows, the grubbing privilege dates from November Ist; 
for Colorados or side branded, from December 1st; and for all other 
selections except bull hides, January 1st. Bull hides are always 
sold flat, with no reduction for cuts or grubs. In case of disagree- 
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ment between buyer and seller as to the percentage of grubby hides 
in a lot, the grubbing allowance is determined as follows: When 
a car load of hides is bundled ready for shipment, the buyer selects 
ten hides and the seller, ten hides. This lot of twenty hides is then 
scraped by the inspectors, all hides containing five or more grub 
holes being graded No. 2, and the percentage of No. 2 hides deter- 
mined from the twenty being applied to the entire load. For ex- 
ample if eight hides out of twenty are graded No. 2, then 40 per- 
cent of the entire load is considered to be No. 2. If for any reason, 
2ither buyer or seller question the percentage determined this way, 
a second lot of twenty are selected as before, and the percentage of 
No. 2’s determined on the forty hides is used. 

All hides are sold on a cash basis, f. o. b. Chicago. For the 
foreign trade, quotations are frequently made with the freight paid 
to New York City. 

Heavy and light native steer hides are usually sold together, 
the lights being invoiced at 1 cent a pound less than heavies. 
Butt branded and Colorado hides are usually sold separately, the 
heavies from 60 pounds up and the lights from 50 to 60 pounds 
being grouped as 50 pounds or over, and the light hides sold at 1 
cent a pound less. Extreme light native steer hides, each of the 
three weights of Texas hides, branded cows, heavy native cows, 
light native cows, heavy kosher cows, heavy and light kosher native 
steers, native bulls and branded bulls are each sold separately.

Horsehides are sold by the hide and not by weight, while hog- 
skins are sold by the pound. 

Dry hides are not normally an important factor in the Amer- 
ican hide market. South American hides are marketed dry in rel- 
atively large numbers, due to the relative permanence of the hide 
in that form, but the cost of gathering for market in the United 
States is such that producers today get practically nothing for their 
dry hides. Fallen hides are those removed from dead animals, 
while glue hides are those unfit for tanning.

The hide situation in the last few months has materially af- 
fected the consumption of beef, since the stagnation in the hide 
market has reduced the credits which are normally set against the 
cost of the live animal, killing, and handling, hence dressed beef 
costs much more proportionately than ever before. In fact this 
past season is the first, since the packing industry assumed its 
modern methods and proportions, that the dressed beef has cost 
more than the packer paid for the live animal. 

The trend of hides for a few years back as taken from the 
Chicago Daily Hide and Tallow Bulletin of December 28, 1920, is of 
interest. The prices quoted are average for the year specified, in

Dr. K. J. Seulke of the American Aberdeen-Angus , 
Association followed with a talk on breed promotion ‘and ——_ 
ment. He laid special stress on the importance of better sires good 
breeding, advertising, and unity of purpose. He praised the work 
of Ohio’s Aberdeen-Angus pioneers and impressed upon the breed- 
ers the fact that there is room for all at the top but that no man 
can afford to stay at the bottom. 

Mr. N. E. Shaw, secretary of the Ohio State Fair addressed the 
assembly on “What the Ohio State Fair Means to Angus Breeders,” 

Secretary C. D. Littleton of the state association gave a sum- 
mary of the work of the association to date and asked for the sup- 
ag of all the breeders of the state in the work the state association 
is doing. 

Prof. Conklin of the Ohio State University delivered a stirring 
address admonishing the Angus Breeders to emulate the work of 
the Delaine Merino breeders of the state during the early history of 
that breed. 

Director E. S. Bayard of the American Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation dropped in just as the speech making was at its height and 
was called upon to say a few words. “Ed” has a way of talking to 
the boys that leaves no doubt as to what he means and at the same 
time keeps them laughing from start to finish. He pronounced the 
present time the most opportune for starting in the business that 
we have experienced for many years and related personal exper- 
iences to cite the advisability of taking advantage of present condi- 
tions.

Saeeaeee hence 
“Boston Veals.” 


For many years packers and small killers on the Kastern mar- 
kets have been making money on what they term “Boston Veals.” 
These are nothing more than extremely blocky, heavily muscled 
veals that are dressed with special care for the fancy Boston trade 
where they sell at a decided premium over ordinary veals. The per- 
centage of these veals in the ordinary run of calves on the market 
is very small, usually running not over one per cent. and often less. 

During recent years a large number of dairy farmers in the 
eastern states have used Aberdeen-Angus bulls on their grade dairy 
herds and as soon as the blocky black calves that resulted began to 
appear on the market there was a scramble by stock buyers, packers 
and commission men to obtain them for their trade. It did not take 
these shrewd farmers long to realize that they were producing 
something out of the ordinary and that the additional milk and feed 
necessary to make them extra good would pay in the end. They 
ceased to ship them to market and the buyers came to the farm for 
them and to quote W. N. Cole of Lysander, N. Y. “They pester the 
life out of me for those calves.” 

Shank Bros., of Auburn, N. Y., reported several years ago that

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Foreign Trade — Its Relation to Agriculture 


We have heard a great deal 
of discussion about the necessity 
for curtailing production. Could 
we do it without bringing on 
stagnation with all the attendant 
evils of dislocation of enterprise, 
unemployment, and always the 
danger of social and _ political 
—— dream that any 

man . . . . 

me... - to be solved permanently by the artificial vie sang of 
the natural growth of production capacity in the country whose 
industrial organisms have been geared up to an established a, 
Our production capacities will continue to increase. Our powers : 
consumption will increase, population will grow larger, new needs 
will be discovered and new tastes acquired. But with all the in- 
creased domestic consumption which we may logically expect, it is 
certain that production will outrun any possible increase in domes- 
tic consumption. The United States is headed irresistibly towards 
a continued and increasing surplus of production which must ‘be 
disposed of abroad. Prosperity means intelligent and continued 
It is a simple question as to whether we shall continue 
to expand and provide for increasing exports or scrap a great deal 
of our national machinery and the assets tied up in same. Shall 
we continue to move forward or try and adopt artificial means 
whereby we may turn the clock of progress backwards? Is there 
any difference of opinion in answer to this question? Other na- 
tions have tried to stop the clock, but never once with success. 

In the long run, the farmer will profit most not by seeking to 
increase the price of his products by artificial means and econom- 
ically unsound devices, but by starting his powers to effect a re- 
adjustment of commodity prices and production costs to a fair. 
stabilized basis. His trouble today is chiefly maladjustment, and 
the solution of the problem is balanced readjustment. The farmer 
has most to gain finally by producing as much primary wealth as 
his land will yield, because prosperity for us all is essentially based 
on production. If the reriod of deflation through which we have 
been passing has taught our business men anything, it should have 
impressed upon them the absolute necessity for adequate financial 
reserves to take care of the “lean” years that follow the “fat” years. 
Many business corporations have depended too much upon the 
banks in the last year or two to meet exceptional situations. Such 
corporations did not create a sufficient surplus for the exigencies 
which occured and were long foreshadowed. I have lately heard 
many critics among business men concerning the rigidity and re- 
strictive attitude of the bankers of this country, based, I believe, 
not upon realities but upon a too-common ignorance concerning 
the logical and legitimate functions of any and every commercial

bank. That is one of the paths 
along which we need a good deal 
of elementary education. We 
must all understand the neces- 
sity that rests upon us to work 

- out our salvation upon a new ba- 
sis of values. One of our prin- 
cipal difficulties is that we have 
not all visualized that cardinai 
fact. 

It is in recognition of the need for expansion rather than for 
curtailed activity that thoughtful men everywhere are endeavoring 
to find means whereby we can equip the national machinery to 
handle an ever-increasing export trade. We need expanded mar- 
kets over the entire globe with highly organized statistical infor- 
mation whereby producers and manufactures may more dependably 
estimate the world’s demands in adavnce and properly provide for 
same. 

Practically all of the new equipment to which most serious 
consideration is being given today relates to long-term credits 
oversea. But in discussing the question of foreign credits as they 
apply to agriculture, we cannot consider them in the mass. We 
must divide them into two kinds: 

1. The financing of food; 

2. The financing of other agricultural products which enter 

into industrial enterprise. 

Wheat is an illustration of the first. Cotton illustrates the 
second. The wheat movement in the main has been on a short-term 
basis for the reason that food is consumed quickly and no long 
credits could be based upon it. When credit is to be issued for food 
products, it has to be either straight credit to the government or 
straight credit to the foreign importer, secured by collateral of 
proper value. 

When it comes to the consideration of cotton or other agricul- 
tural products which enter into industrial enterprise, the consider- 
ation is different. Longer credits must be provided for these 
products escured by the property itself and followed up until the 
product is completed and sold as a finished or semi-finished manu- 
factured article and return then made to the loaner out of the 
proceeds of the ultimate sale. 


This is but a brief sketch of the different methods of financing 
agricultural products of distinct classes, but I think it underlies our 
discussion of foreign credits and brings home to us the fact that in 
the case of food, the financing required covers that of production 
and bringing it to market, while in the case of cotton and other 
agricultural products, financing may be required not only to pro- 
duce and bring the commodities to market but also to carry them 

in foreign mar- 


kets either direct- 
ly or indirectly 
pending manufac- 
ture. 

You are all 


familiar with. the 
proposed Foreign 
Trade Finance 
Corporation, so I 
will not trouble 
to go into that 
question here, 
save to mention 
it along with oth- 
er plans already 
indicated as devi- 
ces for solving 
the problem of 
getting rid of our 
exportable _—sur- 
plus.

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Breed Advancement is Essential Feature 


I am one of the supporters of 
the gat le craze” to which Mr.

wine a. Post: st policy sound? Was it ever sound? To these 
questions propounded by Mr. Campbell there can be only one an- 
swer and this is, assuredly yes. I can think of no more- striking ex- 
ample of the soundness of this policy than by calling your atten- 
tion to what it has done for our great rival breed, the Shorthorn. 
With a breed of cattle decidedly not on a par with the Angus they 
have built up an Association of the greatest strength and spread 
their animals all over the cattle producing world. It involves the 
principle of making known the superior merits of our “article and 
going out and getting the business which has always been a basic 
business principle. : 

I can well remember the day when the County Agent was ridi- 
culed, but it is a poor farmer today who does not recognize the value 
of this agency. The County Agent is not expected to “pay his way 
but yet is considered a very good investment. To my mind the sim- 
ilarity between the County Agent and the Association fieldman is 

ious. 
” “The Association has nothing to sell and I do not believe it 
proper for it to finance a force to sell for private individuals.” 
Again Mr. Campbell is 
wrong. The Association 
must “sell” the good will 
of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed and the superiority 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
How should we obtain new 
members for our ranks if 
it was not primarily the 
Association that fostered 


this work? We cannot 
buy and sell amongst 
breeders alone, but we 


must reach out into new 
fields and if the fieldmen 
did nothing more than to 
go out and preach Aber- 
deen-Angus and create in- 
terest in the breed among 
prospective breeders I 
would consider that they 
were paying a good return 
on their investment. Of 
course, it is their business 
to stimulate trade wherev- 
er possible, and I take it 
that Mr. Campbell is one 
of those unfortunates that 
has never had any direct 
help in selling his cattle, 
and is therefore of the - 
opinion that the field 
force is employed for the sole purpose “to sell for private individ- 
uals.” I, myself, have never had any of this direct aid and yet I 
cannot help but recognize that the fieldmen are a vital part of a 
successful breed association. 


: Very cleverly written is the paragraph in Mr. Campbell’s arti- 
cle which refers to “raising of fees,” and I should say that it was 
nee for effect only. The truth is that several years ago the 
ees were lowered to such a point that the Association’s income was 
not sufficient to proverly maintain it, And to aggravate this con- 
dition the war came with its accompanying high costs effecting ev- 
ery line of business.

this. But I do not think we should 
attempt to practice false economy at 
this time. The effect of a radical re- 
trenchment policy may not be keenly 
felt this year or the next but eventual- 
ly its retarding influence will become 
apparent. In other words, we cannot 
expect to indefinitely advance on our 
past reputation, nor can we expect to 
; continually rely upon the good effects 
of work done in the past. We must keep up-to-date and abreast of 
the times. 

_._ 1 am now coming to the part of Mr. Campbell’s letter which I 
believe he wrote without fully informing himself as to the facts in 
the case—“it was more or less notorious that the two new field- 
men were practically private fieldmen of two of the directors as 
their location and activities made them of comparatively little use 
to the body of the breeders.” It is extremely patent that the two 
directors referred to are Mr. Eckardt of New York and myself, and 
I must say that this part of Mr. Campbell’s letter is a gross mis- 
statement of facts. If he will look up the minutes of the particular 
meeting where these two fieldmen were authorized, as shown on 
pages 63, 64 and 65 of the report of the Thirty-Sixth Annual Asso- 
ciation meeting held on December 3, 1919, he will no doubt be amaz- 
ed to learn that the suggestions for employing two additional field- 
men came neither from Mr. Eckardt nor myself. 

It seems incredible that a man of Mr. Campbell’s intelligence 
should not understand that fieldmen are not appointed to serve in- 
dividuals or even communities but to work for the interests of the 
breed as a whole. Therefore, how ridiculous is the statement that

Mr. Campbell has no 
more excuse in charging 
that the two fieldmen re- 
ferred to were engaged as 
special fieldmen for Mr. 
Eckardt and myself than 
he would have in stating 
that the other fieldmen 
were engaged as_ special 
fieldmen for certain indi- 
viduals in their respective 
territories. The records of 
the Association prove that 
I never asked for a field- 
man for the West. I do 
not need any assistance in 
selling my cattle. By my 
own efforts I have built 
up a trade and a reputa- 
tion which enable me to 
readily dispose of what cattle I have to sell, and in sanctioning the 
appointment of a fieldman for this western territory my motives 
were of an entirely unselfish nature. I had in mind the greater 
progress that could be obtained in establishing the breed in a sec- 
tion of the country where there are great possibilities for it by 
opening up a market for Angus cattle such as for instance the 
Southern States have afforded for the past few years, due largely 
to the aggressive work done there by the fieldmen in that territory. 

I recall the time when during a Board meeting several years 
ago that grand, good man, one of our former Presidents, Father 
White of Iowa who is now gone and whose death was such a dis- 
tinct loss to the Angus breed, made the suggestion that a fieldman 
be appointed to represent the Western territory. I told Father 
White that I did not feel that the Association was justified in put- 
ting a man on at that time as I was not then familiar with the great 
possibilities existing there. 

Mr. Doherty during his term as Western Fieldman was not in- 
strumental in selling a single animal for me or for the firm of 
Congdon & Battles and he will vouch for the statement that at the 
time he was appointed and on subsequent [Continued on page 13

SALE SEASON IS OVER AND SHOW SEASON IS 
JUST AHEAD; PLAN ACCORDINGLY! 


The annual spring sale season for pure breds is closing, and 
interest now turns to the show season to open in a few weeks, For 
those who “make” the Western Canadian summer circuit there js 
no break between the two, and the state fairs come tripping on the 
heels of the Canadian fairs to give a long and uninterrupted cam- 
paign of advertising the breed by showing the people the best 
specimens of the breed in their “Sunday clothes.” The sales have 
seen a big drop off from the peak prices of last ‘year, but not more 
than could be expected and not more than in the case of other 
breeds of both cattle and hogs. Prices have been all in the buyer’s 
favor, and it is the new man who has had the big opportunity. 
While the tendancy of many breeders will be to show fewer animals 
and at fewer places this year, the men who are looking ahead will 
see that there has never been such an opportunity to get the breed 
into the hands of new breeders. The news that pure breds are 
selling at less than a third of their last year’s average, and that 
the best can be bought at the price of good specimens of grades 
during the war top has got to the people, and as they begin to 
cash in their crops next fall, they will be in position to begin 
laying in foundations as they haven’t done before. All the fancy 
frills have been trimmed off the business for the moment and farm- 
ers are looking at the pure bred business with an eye to its place 
in the turning of their crops off in the most economical manner. 

Early maturity, biggest gains for a bushel of corn and a ton 


. of hay, adaptability to severe climatic conditions, what the market 


thinks of them when they go over the scales; all these are tests 
that the farmers will apply to these animals they see on dress pa- 
rade at the fairs. Steer classes will be studied as never before, 
and boys’ and girls’ calves will swing popular opinion at every 
show where such classes are a feature. Instead of cutting down on 
showing because of cuts in prizes, now is the time to keep up the 
full show circuit schedule and add to it judiciously for future bus- 
iness. There is no form of publicity so convincing or effective as 
showing, for by so doing the actual specimens of the breed are dis- 
played to the buyers and prospects. Advertising in breed papers 
and letters lays the foundation, but displaying the goods clinches 
the business after it has been aroused by regular advertising. The 
two go hand in hand, and the breeder who knows how to do both 
is certain of success. Don’t overlook the shows, for they are the 
breed’s display windows!

has a few of the mediocre kind or who has 
trouble in finding a market for them. 

The inferior bull has no useful place in 
the breeding world and should be castrated 
as soon as his quality is foreseen. But the 
medium class of a.bull, if. properly handled 
will do a great amount of good. He gets 
into localities where pure bred gos is 
needed. 

How many farmers or how many breeders 
are going to pay a long price for an extra 
good bull if they never saw the improve- 
ment caused by a so called Farmers’ Bull? 

Locate a bull of this kind in a locality 
where scrubs have been used and you have 
done a lot to swat the scrub sire. e own- 
er and neighbors will soon see an improve- 
ment in the quality of their cattle. Very 
few will go back to the scrub again if a good 
pure bred can be bought at a reasonable 
price. Many will soon have high grade 
herds and a few will become pure bred 
breeders. 

My own neighborhood and how I became 
an Aberdeen-Angus breeder will illustrate 
these facts. Ten years ago while I was yet 
in school father and I drove to the home of 
an Aberdeen-Angus breeder to see about the 
purchase of a bull he had advertised. 

He showed us the bull and also a number 
of big blocky Aberdeen-Angus cows. Right 
there and then the Aberdeen-Angus spark 
was kindled in me. 

Father purchased the bull and the sight of 
this bull and his get kept the spark alive and 
growing. When I moved to myself I started 
into the cattle breeding business and now 
I am nearly burning up with Aberdeen-An- 
gus enthusiasm. 

Am a renter on a small farm and able to 
keep only about a dozen head. Have showed 
twice at our county fair with excellent suc- 
cess. Have been able to dispose of all the 
bulls produced to neighbors at prices rang- 
ing from $100.00 to $200.00 at weaning 
time. These are not big prices yet they are 
more than I could realize from them as 
steers, 

These bulls are not going to dishonor the 
breed either if they are properly cared for. 

We almost invariably top the veal market. 
at Cleveland, Ohio, with veals produced by a 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus sire and from 
dairy cows. These neighbors will do the 
same. Their stock cattle will be better. 
They will be back for another bull some- 
time. They will want a better one and be 
willing to pay more money. Am I right?

Nebraska Takes First Place in Live Stock 
Enrollment. 


During the first two weeks in May, Ne- 
braska nosed Virginia out of first place, 
which it held for more than a year in the 
Federal-State campaign for live stock im- 
provement. But with 74 additional persons 
recently pledging themselves to use only 
pure bred sires for all classes of live stock 
kept, Nebraska swelled its total of animals 
enrolled to 32,118. This figure, which is 
about 350 more than the total for Virginia, 
represents pure bred sires, also females that 
are being bred to pure bred sires as shown 
by the records of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The standings of the 
two States on May 16th follow:

Virginia, however, continues to lead all 
states in number of persons who have pledg- 
ed themselves to use only pure bred sires. 
The number of such persons in Virginia 1s 
1,130 as compared with 554 in Nebraska, 
which is second, more animals per farm are 
kept in Nebraska, thus accounting for the 
larger enrollment of live stock. 

Other states which have recently been 
noticeably active in live stock improvement 
and in extension work for better sires, ac- 
cording to records of the department, are 
Ohio, Wisconsin, Louisiana, Minnesota, and 
Texas.

Stingi- 
ness keeps money at home in secret places. Thrifti- 
ness puts it in the bank as a savings deposit or in- 
vests it. 

Every one admires the thrifty person. No one likes 
the stingy one. Some folks are afraid of being call- 
ed stingy so shun economy and cling to extravagance, 
just through false ideas and wrong standards of liv- 
ing. 

Thrift is the key-note of today. Extravagance was 
the key-note of yesterday. The silk shirt age has 
passed and overalls have again come into their own. 

A savings account started in a bank is the best way 
of telling the world you are neither stingy nor ex- 
travagant but thrifty and consequently are the right 
kind of persons that Hyde Park wants in its com- 
munity. —— 

Steers Thrive on Mixed Roughage. 

No hard and fast rules can be laid down 
in connection with the feeding of beef cat- 
tle, says Norris K. Carnes of the animal 
husbandry division of the Minnesota College 
of Agriculture. The beef producer must 
study the feeding value of the different con- 
centrates and roughages and should be guid- 
ed by the market prices in balancing rations 
and feeding. 

“The beef producer’s problem,” says Mr. 
Carnes, “is so to feed roughage that it will 
bring him the greatest return. Corn fodder 
when fed with some kind of legume hay or 
nitrogenous concentrate to balance, makes a 
cheap and satisfactory ration. Steers fed 
the mixed roughage have made as large 
gain as those fed alfalfa hay alone as a 
roughage. Oat straw, buckwheat straw and 
wild hay, when supplemented with corn si- 
lage and some nitrogenous concentrate, 
make satisfactory roughage for young 
growing stock. Cattle do not make the same 
gain that they would on clover or alfalfa 
hay, but they can be carried through the 
winter very nicely and make good gains on 
pasture the following summer. 

“Some feeders never make a practice of 
buying nitrogenous concentrates in the 
form of linseed and cottonseed meal because 
of seemingly high prices. They use some 
farm-grown grain, such as oats, to balance 
the rations. Farm-grown grains may be 
cheaper pound for pound, but they are bulk- 
ier and do not always bring the greatest 
gains and profits. What nitrogenous con- 
ecntrate to use in supplementing your grain 
will depend largely on the market prices. 
Linseed meal is slightly superior to cotton- 
seed as a supplement to carbonaceous 
roughages in the form of prairie hay, straw 
and corn stover. Larger daily gains are ob- 
tained by using linseed meal or cottonseed 
meal in preference to bran, but bran will 
add bulk to the ration, and is often used for 
starting cattle on feed.”

of grade Holstein cows out-sold other veals 
by several cents per pound and the same re- 
port keeps coming in from other breeders 
through the East. 

With the idea of determining the exact 
premium the market would pay for calves of 
this breeding Mr. James Morse of Levanna, 
N. Y., who has done considerable work in 
crossing Aberdeen-Angus bulls on grade 
Holstein cows, shipped a five weeks old calf 
sired by his pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herd 
bull and out of an ordinary grade Holstein 
cow to the commission firm of S. De Noyel- 
les & Co., on the West Washington Market 
in New York City. The calf weighed one 
hundred and twenty-two pounds dressed and 
sold for twenty-three cents per pound. The 
highest price of the day (outside of this 
sale) as quoted by The Producers Price Cur- 
rant the local market paper was twenty 
cents per pound. In other words this calf 
sold for three cents over, the top of the mar- 
ket. Mr. Cole, Mr. Davis and a number of 
other breeders report that they usually re- 
ceive two ecnts per pound more than the go- 
ing market price. At this rate a pure bred 
bull will pay for himself in the increased 
value of veals even though the breeder does 
not care to keep them to maturity. 

On checking up the destination of a num- 
ber of other calves of this breeding sold at 
a premium we find they went to the fancy 
Boston trade and we are wondering what 
Mr. Morse’s calf would have brought as a 
“Boston Veal.” 

There is room for a great many more bulls 
for this purpose in the eastern states and in 
fact there is a demand for them. The chief 
difficulty however is that the majority of 
eastern Aberdeen-Angus breeders are sold 
out of bulls and the present high freight 
rates prohibit bringing them in from any

Stanley Pierce Sells to “Farmer Breeders.” 


Stanley Pierce’s recent sale of Aberdeen- 
Angus turned every animal at his recent 
sale for either cash or bankable notes with- 
out a single one going to the slaughter 
house. Of the 52 head that brought $177.50, 
nearly all stayed in Ogle and Lee counties, 
Illinois. “I’ve sold them for less and a long 
way from home,” says Stanley, who has 
seen about every stage of the pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus business in America. We 
are going to ask Mr. Pierce to write the 
Journal something of his experiences in 
breeding and_ selling Aberdeen-Angus 


through the last quarter of a century. 
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Selling “Aberdeen-Angus Idea” 


In the last issue of the Journal the Editor 
calls upon all scribes, with ability, to write 
for the Journal; now this article will be evi- 
dence enough in itself that I am not a scribe 
of ability but this challenge connected with 
the statement of Mr. Campbell of Minnesota 
that “the Association has nothing to sell 
and I do not believe it proper for it to 
finance a force to sell for private individ- 
uals,” has set my fuse burning—hence this 
explosion. 

In the outset let me state that I am no 
pessimist concerning the future of Angus 
cattle, for sooner or later they will come in- 
to their own. Neither am I a fadist but I 
confess to having a keen disgust for the 
factionalism and “proxyism” within the As- 
sociation. I stand with those who advocate 
a clean, above-board, broad-minded progres- 
sive policy for the Association. I have no 
axe to grind or nobody’s head to chop off and 
hence say what I do without reserve or 
apology. 

“The Association has nothing to sell,” has 
it? The fact is, Aberdeen-Angus breeders, 
the Association and breeders have failed to 
“sell” the ANGUS IDEA. I agree that the 
breeders have a large responsibility in this 
respect; but what is an association for any- 
way? Should it be a weakling, merely per- 
forming the secretarial work of it’s mem- 
bers or should it be a strong organization 
capable of “selling” the Angus Idea to the 
American farmer and breeder and of set- 
ting a pace and an ideal for the breeder? 
We talk of the Angus as being the 57-17 
variety of beef cattle; we glory in the 57 
Championships they have won against the 
measley 17 won by all other breeds com- 
bined; yet these glorious winnings and the 
supremacy of the Aberdeen-Angus has not 
been sold the public; otherwise we would be 
selling at least seventy-five per cent. of the 
bulls. Farmers and would-be-breeders do 
not evidently believe our story—they haven’t 
been “sold” on the idea. The Shorthorn 
Association is evidently selling the Short- 
horn idea, judging from the increased reg- 
istrations; the Hampshire hog is being sold 


the public; the object of the Horse Associa- 
tion is to sell the horse to the farmers: of 
our country; and I judge that the object of 
the “Eat More Lamb Club” is to sell mutton 
to the palates of the American public. Yet 
Mr. Campbeil says that our Association “has 
nothing to sell.” Had the Angus Idea been 
sold his querry as to the method of raising 
funds to support fieldmen and publicity 
work would be answered. What could we 
not do if Angus were as numerous as Short- 
horns? * 

Now as to fieldmen: Quoting Mr. Camp- 
bell: “I do not believe it proper for it to 
finance a force to sell for private individ- 
uals” and “it was more or less notorious 
that the two new fieldmen were practically 
private fieldmen of two of the directors.” 


‘The directors referred to are undoubtedly 


Mr. Battles and Mr. Eckardt representing 
the great western and eastern fields respec- 
tively and I want to champion their interest 
in securing fieldmen for these two great, 
fertile, unrepresented and undeveloped 
fields. Mr. Campbell invites those “buck- 
passing” directors to “come out on the edge 
of business’—presumably Minnesota, and 
see the trials and tribulations of a real 
farmer in action. Now from this one only 
can believe that Mr. Campbell thinks that 
Minnesota is on the edge of a section pre- 
ferred for the production of Angus cattle 
and that there is only one breeder in each 
of the above named natural divisions of the 
United States and that these territories 
don’t count for much anyway. 

Who will sell Angus cattle and the Angus 
Idea in the East, in the West and South 
where there are few breeders, if the Asso- 
ciation does not? Surely our friend and fel- 
low breeder did not think when he said “the 
Association has nothing to sell.” 

Mr. Campbell charges the fieldmen as be- 
ing selling forces for private individuals. In 
doing this he admits that they have sold 
cattle for individuals; admitting this he 
must admit that they have sold for state 
and county associations also. Now no field- 
man of the right kind—I do not mean one 
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that spills a lot of hot air and tr; :

1 can also show copies of letters 
written by me to Mr. Doherty along this 
same line. I am glad to say however, that 
this advice was not necessary. 

It is a pity that Mr. Campbell should be 
moved to publicly and without grounds cast 
retlection upon Dr. Seulke and Mr. Doherty, 
both of whom have honestly and conscien- 
tiously served the Association. 

Mr. Campbell’s statement that the pro- 
gressive element of the Association is head- 
ing it for “wreck and ruin” appears equally 
nonsensical to reasoning people. If our 
breeders are prosperous and have ready sale 
for the production of their herds we shall 
have no difficulty in meeting the costs of 
running the Association. We have never 
advocated borrowing money as Mr. Camp- 
bell states and I have never heard this sub- 
ject mentioned by any one connected with 
the Association. We believe in paying our 
way as we go. We also believe in conduct- 
ing the Association’s affairs on as economi- 
cal a basis as possible. Why should we want 
to waste money? Is it not our money which 
is being expended as well as that of other 
breeders? The field work is only one phase 
of our educational work. It should go hand 
in hand with other forms of publicity, such 
as live stock shows and paid advertising. 
Co-operation between these different lines 
should be complete and harmonious in order 
that the most good may be accomplished. 

There may be other and better ways de- 
vised to promote the breed’s interests at a 
less cost than through the use of fieldmen. 
It is worth thinking about. It is, I admit, 
difficult to judge the value of field service 
to the breed to date, particularly from a dol- 
lars and cents standpoint. It is an invest- 
ment for the breed and the dividends will 
show up in the future. As has already been 
pointed out the South is a good demonstra- 
tion of the value of this line of work and un- 
til a more efficient and economical plan can 
be evolved I do not think it good policy to 
abruptly discontinue this field work which 
has been at least reasonably successful in 
attaining the ends which it was intended to 
serve, 

I do not feel that I can allow myself to 
be placed in a false light before the mem- 
bers of this Association, many of whom I 
count as my best friends. Neither do I feel 
that the fact that I do not agree with Mr. 
Campbell’s views on policies affecting our 
breed entitles him to make false statements 
which directly affect innocent people. I be- 
lieve in our Association adopting progres- 
sive policies; Mr. Campbell believes in tak- 
ing the opposite course, at least his actions 
since he has been connected with the Asso- 
ciation would so indicate. Mr. Campbell, of 
course, has a right to his own ideas, but I 
question his right to attempt to force his 
views on the other members of the Associa- 
tion by misrepresentations. 

I want my fellow breeders to know just 
where I stand and for what I stand. Ever 
since adopting the Angus breed when a boy 
m my teens I have constantly fought for 
what I have considered its best irterests.

Foreign Trade—Its Relation to Agriculture. 
(Continued from page 5) 
agricultural products. All of these efforts 
—experimental for the most part—are 
symptoms of our growing pains, of our un- 
readiness for the rapid change from a deb- 
tor to the creditor nation, and of our desire 
to play the part of the giant we have grown 
to be. To what extent any of the devices 
created to give us the financial equipment 
we need for an extended foreign trade will 
succeed, time alone will tell. It is an evo- 
lutionary process which cannot be rushed. 
We shall be stronger and surer in our world 
position ten years hence if we watch our 
steps now. These propositions are receiving 
serious consideration in Washington and by 
financial authorities everywhere, because 
the need for relief is very real indeed. The 
normal credit structure of the European 
market—with its reaction upon other mar- 
kets of the world—has been smashed to 
pieces by the devastating blast of war and 
can no longer be relied upon by the trader 
and manufacturer for the support of com- 
merce with America. It has been obvious to 
us all for sometime that ordinary measures 
are quite inadequate, and yet in recognition 
of the fact that our national financial ma- 
chinery requires new and improved links 
in the chain to make it strong enough to 
bear the new burdens imposed upon it, it 
is necessary that we move slowly and not 
rush into the adoption of artificial devices 
whose operations may not be in accord with 
the regular processes of worldwide supply 

and demand. 

The American holders of cotton have an- 
nounced their willingness to accept any 
reasonably safe plan that will restore a 
market for their product. They recognize 
that the situation calls imperatively for con- 
cessions on their part as to credit and that 
this credit must necessarily be for terms 
of far longer duration than would be consid- 
ered practical in normal times. The inter- 
national bankers have endeavored to make 
it clear, however, to European consumers as 
well as to the cotton growers themselves 
that it would be very unwise for the produc- 
ers to exchange their cotton—which they 
have long been accustomed to regard as 
collateral of unquestioned value—for prom- 
ises to pay based upon a security about 
which they are compelled to have most ser- 
ious doubts. Neither can American produc- 
ers look with favor upon proposals that 
they ship their products into countries 
where political stability is so far from being 
attained that they can hope for little pro- 
tection of their interests through any guar- 
antees or assurances given by the govern- 
ments of those countries. While every ag- 
riculturist in the United States today ur- 
gently needs to utilize every possible outlet 
for his products, still he must not be tempi- 
ed into relinquishing his control of them 
unless safeguards, not now found in certain 
markets, can be organized for his protec- 
tion. He rightly requires that before he 
ventures into such markets he shall be as- 
sured of his definite control of and at all 
times complete title to his goods until pay- 
ment has been made, however far these 
goods may go from home ports and how- 
ever far advanced they may be into manu- 
facture in foreign factories. It is necessary 
that the foreign importers shall appreciate 
these facts and consider the methods that 
must be adopted to protect the American 
exporter whose conservative practices have 
been established over a long period of years. 

So much for the question of sales and 
payment of our agricultural products, ex- 
cept to say that I think a little more atten- 
tion might be given to the necessity for 
combined effort between the producers and

When our exports have exceeded Pacers 
we have become accustomed to the = + 
the term “favorable” trade balance; whe - 
as in reality we know now that a great ng 
cess of exports over imports, plus aa 
anced exchanges over the world can be 
anything but favorable for citizens of this 
country. How are we paid for our exports : 
We are paid through our own purchase ot 
foreign products. Of course, this is not all 
of the story. Other elements enter into the 
case, but in simple language we are paid 
for what we sell bv paying for what we bu 
The logical answer to exports is and alwans 
will be—imports. The one demands the 
other and we must never permit them to 
separate themselves in our consideration of 
this whole problem of trade balance. When 
we talk of export without consideration of 
import we only discuss the problem lop- 
sidedly and see but one part of the picture 
The truth of the matter is that most of us 
like export and we like to talk about its 
potentialties. We do not like import quite 
so well. Selling our goods in foreign mar- 
kets suggests something desirable. Having 
foreigners sell their goods in our markets 
suggests something undesirable. Towards ex- 
ports our minds are always open. Towards 
imports our attitude is always defensive, 


But by this attitude we are splitting a sit- ° 


uation which should be kept intact. As a 
matter of fact, when we admit we like ex- 
port and are not so fond of import it is like 
saying that we want the chance to sell with- 
out ever being obligated to buy. 

When we speak of imports we think about 
trade competition. We lose sight of the 
fact that foreign products are sold to us 
only because we wish to buy them and be- 
cause we need them. We import only the 
things we can utilize to advantage. We cer- 
tainly do not import that which is not desir- 
ed by some portion of the population. We 
are all interested in the reciprocal game be- 
cause involved in it are all the problems of 
living costs, fair prices for the things we 
must buy, of reasonable rates of taxation 
and all the other things which contribute 
towards a sustained national prosperity and 
a happy condition of life for every Ameti- 
can citizen. 

I have taken time to refer to this ques- 
tion of trade balance because I want your 
consideration of what to my mind is a very 
definite necessity, and it is this: That in 
the United States today we have no right to

rimary consideration to the means whereby 
ue are to help strengthen the buying _— 
ers of our foreign consumers. That is the 
paramount problem of the hour, and any 
man who evades it is departing from first 
principles. Not all the artificial methods 
nor legislative “stunts” that can be devised 
can alter this situation. We must face fact 
with fact, for no amount of legislation can 
change the processes of economic law, nor 
can political expenditure ever serve the 
place of constructive statesmanship. 

It is important that every man, woman 
and child in the United States today shali 
understand that we must enable the rest of 
the world not only to pay its debts to us 
but to function industrially and to produce 
and sell profitably anywhere and every- 
where, including our own markets. We 
must scale down our production costs by the 
expansion of markets and by economic 
processes ridgidly and thoughtfully applied, 
realizing that the question of balance of 
trade is vitally more important in the long 
run than the mere volume of products we 
can manage to sell during a few prosperous 
years. ; 

Let us try to win the attention of our 
citizens to fundamentals and away from 
superficialities and artificial devices which 
cannot be made to stand up against ele- 
mentary economic truths. Upon what hap- 
pens in our attempted solution of a few of 
these primary problems during the next 
twelve months, to my mind depends the 
speed of reconstruction of the whole world 
for the next ten or twenty years. The fu- 
ture will largely be what we make it, for 
agriculture, for ail industry, indeed for aii 
America and for a very substantial part of 
the entire globe.

PART VII. 
The Era of Cattle Dealers. 


From an interesting work, “Scotland Delineated,” 
whose author is not vouchsafed to us, but which 
was published in Edinburg, by Bell & Bradfute, in 
1799, we read that “in Buchan is much excellent 
pasture. Old Deer is also noted for a 
great annual fair for cattle’—the only fair men- 
tioned in the book. Then comes information from an 
unexpected source and date viz., from the General 
View of the Agriculture of Caithness, by Captain 
John Henderson, published in 1815. But the infor- 
mation to which we alude refers to 1802. We read—- 
“Dunlop and Buchan cows have likewise been im- 
ported, principally as being excellent milkers.”’ 
“Mr. Paterson has brought over oxen from Aber- 
deenshire for. ploughing, and cows from Buchan have 
been sent north, of a sort, considering their size, 
famous for the quantity of their milk,’ following 
whic allusion we find this— 

“The Buchan cattle are not so well known as 
they deserve to be. The best sort are polled, gen- 
erally of a black or brown colour. They common- 
lyweigh, when fattened, from 17 to 18 stone (17 
pound Dutch to the stone). They are of so thriving 
a quality that they are generally fat at the end of 
the autumn, without muah attention having been 
paid to their food; and though fleshy, they will give 
from 6-8, and even as high as 14 Scotch pints of 
milk per day (equal to as many English quarts)—- 
pretty good amount for such small cattle. They 
are fed principally on oat straw in winter, which 
is greatly preferable to bere or barley straw.” 

. . . “In general from 10 to 12 Scotch pints, 
or English quarts, of their milk, give a pound of 
butter.”’ 

“In the Appendix is a statement too long to quote 
made by Major Williamson, in which it is said— 
“The Aberdeenshire cattle hold the first place in the 
English market’--a truly unique tribute, which 
throws an altogether different light on the character 
of the county cattle trade than has generally been 
given by writers hailing from the South, who treated 
all stock of like kind as far as colour and horn were 
concerned, without enquiring as to their origin. 

Buchan Cattle. 


And here, too, in these Caithness references we 
have the small Buchan cattle of Dr. Anderson, and 
also his large working oxen of Aberdeenshire. Truly 
the “Buchan kye were kye o’ fame” as weil as the 
Aberdeenshire cattle of the beef breed, other than 
the draught mentioned by Major Williamson, in 
Caithness, and other writers. 

Passing Dr. Skene Keith, we might give the fol- 
lowing from The Book of Buchan, by J. F. Tocher, 
B. Se., 1910, which quotes Mr. Forbes, an Aberdeen- 
shire farmer, writing in 1830, who said— 

“The cattle in Buchan about half a century ago~- 
that is, about 1780-—-and earlier, might be said to 
have consisted of horned and polled black cattle in 
about equal proportions. The polled cattle were of 
two classes, the one large and the other small. I 
knew the small kind well. They were rather puny 
creatures, always thin in flesh and very badly used. 
They were pre-eminently the crofter’s cow, as they 
were able to live through the winter on the straw 
of oats and bere, and water, if necessary. Of the 
larger portion of the cattle, about one-half were jei 
black, excepting the udder which was usually white. 
They could not stand starvation as well as the small 
sorts (polls), but with better treatment they gave a 
heavier yield of milk. When creamed, however, their 
milk was thinner than that from the small cows.

Possibly these black, hornless, and wonder 
metrical cattle are not so common in Buch 
were fifty years ago, for the Shorthorn h 
‘heir preserves, but the breeding and f 
them and of the Shorthorn is the great 
Buchan.” But is it the following fro, 
place from which we have been quoting, that we re- 
gard as particularly instructive: “Buchan has a 
greater and more famous distinction as the home of 
a brana of the Aberdeen-Angus. Not much more 
than a century in existence, this breed is now fa- 
mous in every quarter of the globe, and to the Bu- 
chan can be traced the blood of one of the groups 
from which it is derived. The Buchan humble alony 
with the cattle of Angus are generally allowed to 
be the conjoint origin of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle.” 

Mr. Forbes was active in the middle of the eigh- 
teenth century when modern agriculture began; and 
he regarded ‘‘the cattle of Buchan as its chiefest 
glory.” 

The particular point to observe here is that there 
were two of these native polled breeds, in Aberdeen- 
shire: one the small, dairy sort, from which the Eng- 
lis dealers drafted their “villa” cows, just as the 
Jersey is today so suitable for suburbanites; and the 
large kind from which the improved breed was prop- 
erly derived, and that came to be identified with the 
‘native low country breed” of Dr. Skene Keith and 
other, writers. The direction of this improvemen‘ 
was ‘in shape and in increase of size by proper se- 
lection, that is by putting the best shaped males to 
the best shaped females; and by more careful at- 
tention in rearing and better feeding.” Both of 
these breeds were found in Buchan, but the large 
polled sort was distributed over the whole lowlands 
of Aberdeenshire and was the breed with which the 
name of the Walkers of Wester Fintray, especially, 
of these early days was identified, as proved by 
“humble” heifers from their place being exhibited 
in 1811 at the Garioch district show—the first in- 
stance on record of the exhibition of any of the kind 
in the northeastern countries. This was also the 
breed claimed by the Williamsons, the great dealers 
to whom such a prominent place is given by Dr. 
Skene Keith, as superior to all other breeds in the 
country—the others being the Highland, the Horned 
Aberdeenshire and the Foreign or Mixed. 

We can now quote with appreciation the following 
from the 1812 Report of the County of Inverness: 
“The richest farmers and gentlemen are uncommon- 
ly nice and tasteful in their choice of cattle. A per- 
son of distinction in the Highlands boasts of his 
breed of cows and shows his fold with the same 
exaltation that a virtuoso displays his cabinet of 
curios’—only, we should say much more so and with 
more reason. 
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Early Polled Cattle. 
Dr. Skene Keith’s remarks as to the four breeds 
of eattle in Aberdeenshire which can ke pararreled

by those mentioned by Dr. Anderson, need not be 
reviewed here. The chief item we glean from his 
book that is of supreme interest to us is the mention 
of the Williamsons of St. John’s Wells and the Wal- 
kers of Wester Fintray, the latter in New Machar, 
in which parish the famous Kepple Market was held, 
while St. John’s Wells, in Fyvie parish, came within 
the realm of Aikey Fair. It was these Williamsons 
that William of Tillyfour informs us were the 
“Stateleys” who carried on such an extensive trade, 
and whose only rival was his own father. It was 
these Walkers from which some of the earliest 
stock bought by William came, which was blended 
with that secured at St. John’s Wells, both of which 
were further inter-bred with the Angus Polled, thus 
effecting the amalgamation of the breed alluded to 
by Mr. Forbes in the Book of Buchan, forming the 
modern Aberdeen-Angus, before which there had 
been the two distinct breeds. The Walkers are also 
mentioned by Youatt (Cattle, 1834): 

“Mr. Walker, of Wester Fintray on the banks of 
the Don, has some very fine specimens of the pure 
Aberdeenshire breed. They are perfectly docile, 
and sufficiently hardy for any climate to which 
they are likely to be transplanted. They are now 
rarely used for, husbandry work, or, if they are, it 
is only for one year. At four years old they are 
usually sent to grass for six months, after which 
they will weigh from 5 to 6 ewt. In the fertile 
districts of the low country, abounding with sum- 
mer pasture and winter food, they usually reach 
at their full growth from fifty to seventy stones 
Dutch ; and have been frequently found to feed from 
fifteen to sixteen hundred pounds. The breed has 
progressively improved, and that by judicious selec- 
tion from the native stock. It has increased in 
size, and become nearly double its original weight 
without losing its propensity to fatten, and with- 
out growing above its keep. 

That the cattle whereof Mr. Youatt is writing is of 
the “native low country (polled) breed,’’ with which 
Mr. Walker’s stock have been identified, as the his- 
torians of the breed remark, there can be no doubt 
in the minds of those who can pass judgment upon 
the definitions of the breeds, as given by Dr. Skene 
Keith, quoting the Williamsons. Youatt was appar- 
ently personally unacquainted with the Aberdeen- 
shire breeds, and got the various breeds, the Horned 
breed and the other Polled breeds very much mixed, 
and while the above remarks, following the reference 
to Mr. Rennie’s preference for the Horned, certainly 
come under the section dealing with the Horned in 
his book, yet we know that the allusion to the low 
country settles it that the cattle were of the polled 
variety. It may be true enough that among even 
Mr. Walker’s stock there may have been Horned 
specimens- there were in every herd or fold at the 
time. But it will be seen that the polled breed had 
thus been brought to a much higher standerd, one 
from which it was easier to improve into what they 
were to become, than the Horned. But this question 
as to Polled and Horned is without any real signi- 
ficance, for the qharacter of the cattle, Horned or 
Polled, was practically the same; what differences in 
quality or other characteristics that made for good 
or bad, was not because one was polled and the 
other horned. 

Some Great Cattle Dealers. 

Breeding, in the sense we understand it, was not 
in existence in Charles M‘Combie’s time; but he evi- 
dently saw it coming in his recommendation to his 
son to develop the native polled breed, as the basis 
of commercial prosperity. ‘Forty or fifty years 
ago,” wrote Mr. Jas. Black in 1871, “the cattle deal- 
ers were the great men of these counties. It is 
true, as was to be expected in a speculative business 
of the kind, that many of them came to grief; but 
those who combined sufficient capital, skill, with 
honesty and energy, not only made fortunes of more 
ov less extent, but were held in high respect in the 
community. The Williamsons, or as they were gen- 
erally called ‘the Stateleys,’ were men of wealth and 
fame. Mr. Charles M‘Combie, the father of the 
present Mr. M‘Combie, was also a most extensive 
dealer and acquired much wealth and a good name.” 

Writing on the subject of cattle dealers, Mr. Rich- 
ard Heath Harris in the “Memoir” already alluded 
to, says:

“To many the idea of a cattle dealer presents 


something of the uncouth. The stalwart figure, 
with weather-beaten face, clad in rough woolen 
garb, stout stick in hand, the breast well bulged 
with bhank-notes, speaking in gruff tones, and 
ratifying large transactions by simply ‘striking 
hands,’ presents a contrast to the polished man on 
"Change. But if cattle dealers lack some of the 
smooth externals of life, well may they vie with any 
class for true probity and integrity. The simple 
arrangements surrounding their enormous transac- 
tions, and the implicit trust they place in each 
other, are remarkable. In a market, large and 
sometimes intricate transactions are made and 
agreed on simply by the striking of hands, as men- 
tioned. The stock changes hands, and settlement 
is deferred until the market is over, and often 
until next we meet,’ and one rarely hears of any 
misunderstandings. In this class for upwards of 
one hundred years, William M‘Combie and his fath- 
er mixed and traded, honoured and respected by 
all who came in contact with them. The latter 
was a most extensive dealer.” 

Not. all cattle dealers were “clad in rough wooltn 
garb. . . speaking in gruff tones,’ for we read 
in “Cattle and Cattle Breeders” of instances of an- 
other kind which show that the most elegant and re- 
fined persons of those times were engaged in the 
business, for the love of it, as well ‘as the profit. 
There was James Milner of Tillyiach, on the Tilly- 
four estate, as it was to be, who “twas a great man 
for dress; wore top-boots, white neckeloth, long blue 
coat, with all the et-ceteras, and used hair powder. 
He rode the best horse in the country, kept grey- 
hounds and galloped a horse called the Rattler. 

His position was good; he dined with the gentlemen 
of the neighbourhood. He was the Captain Barclay 
of the Vale and had the best of everything.” 

Mr. M‘Combie says also— 

“James Allardyce of Boyndsmill, tenant of Co- 
bairdy, was also a great farmer, but of a different 
stamp. He was a friend of the late Duke of Gor- 
don, who introduced him at Court. He also always 
wore powder. He was the best chairman at a pub- 
lic meeting I ever saw. He was the master of the 
art of pleasing, and no man could put a company 
into equal good humour. He had something to 
say in everyone’s praise, and none could say it so 
well. He spoke tle dialect of his own country, 
the kingdom of Fife, and never affected the Eng- 
lish language.

But the greatest dealer the country could claim, 
and one at the same time deeply engaged in agri- 
culture and its interests, was Mr. James Innes of 
Durris. His father was Sheriff of Kincardineshire, 
and proprietor of Leuchars; his brother, Cosmo 
Innes, was Sheriff of Morayshire. The father of 
Mr. James Innes bought the lease of the estate of 
Durris of the Earl of Peterborough for £30,000 and 
an annual feu-duty of a few hundred pounds. Ow- 
ing to some new views of the law of entail, the 
Duke of Gordon, the legal heir, turned Mr. Innes 
out of the estate after he had expended £95,000 in 
improvements, and after the case had been in 
court for fifteen years.” 

This Mr. Innes was another Captain Barclay, ap- 
parently, and deserves more to be known about him. 
In the experience of his father, the M“Combies could 
sympathise, for had they not had similar vicissitude 
overtake their ancestor, John of Forter? Then, of 
course, comes the great Captain himself—Barclay 
of Ury. Mr. M‘Combie has many stories of him, and 
tells us that “the claimant of the Earldom of Men- 
teith, as Barclay was, was familiarly designated the 
‘father of the Shorthorns,’” and says, “That though 
Captain Barclay remains without a national ack- 
nowledgment of his merits, no man deserves better 
of the farmers of Scotland; for he was their firm 
suporter through life in good and bad report.” 

Among the ranks of those who have been classed 
as “‘mere prosaic cattle dealers’’ were some of the 
high renown. Do you remember an anecdote which 
is told of the old Crieff of Tryst? How Lord Sea- 
field (James 4th Earl of Findlater, ist Earl of 
Seafield), who was Chancellor of Scotland at the 
time of the Union of 1707 (and Keeper of the Great 


Seal, 1715), went to Crieff and found his brother, 
Hon. Patrick Ogilvie, who was a strong anti-Union- 
ist, practising as a cattle dealer? When his lord- 
ship reproached his brother with the indiginity of 
such a business, he was met with the pointed re- 
mark—‘Better sell nowte nor sell a nation.’”’ Not- 
withstanding James Ogilvie’s great abhorence of the 
undiginifed business of cattle dealing, in which his 
brother Patrick found such congenial company as 
well as wealth, we find his successors becoming 
greatly interested in agriculture, one of them the 
fifth Earl of Findlater, I think, introducing turnip 
husbandry into Banffshire, a crop upon which the 
cattle of the cattle dealers depended. The sixth Earl 
was also a county improver; and did not the late 
Dowager Countess of Seafield keep the name at the 
front in the agricultural world: is not ‘Cullen House”’ 
famous at Smithfield as the breeding place of some 
of its most notable champions? 


“The Druid,” in ‘Field and Fern’ “North,’’ men- 
tions the late Mr. Wilson, factor to the Lord Sea- 
field of that author’s time, at Cullen House, who 
“had been working up to ’29 with horned, black polls, 
blacks and whites, brindles and other variations on 
the doddies, and mixing them with a West Highland 
bull;” which just shows the eagerness then of breed- 
ers to experiment with other breeds and test. out the 
possibilities of such combinations as _ in_ their 


judgment might prove likely to show good results. 
The West Highlander had great vogue in those days 
as the basis in the north country for such experi- 
ments—Grant Duff of Eden used his famous Short- 
horn bulls on West Highland cows and produced the 
finest crosses seen at many of the Highland Society 
shows of these days.

Another hero of those droving days was that 
Farquharson of Carthinard, with as romantic and 
unfortunate a history as that of John McCombie of 
Forter. Between Carthinard and Forter there came 
to be a very strange connection. Carthinard was a 
property owned by this Farquharson, in Braemar 
which, on account of pecul*arly distressing dames. 
stances, he had to part with, as John of Forter’s 
sons had to part with Forter; and thus having to 
seek his fortune anew he took his way south, seeking 
a suitable location where he could engage success. 
fully in the droving business, in which he had be- 
come a master. He found the place he wanted in 
this identical Forter, the ancestral home of the Me- 
Combies who sought their fortunes anew in Aber- 
deenshire, not far from Crathinard. The grazings 
attached to Forter in Glenisla where just to this 
Farquharson’s taste, and he established himself there 
to such an extent, indeed, that he was credited with 
being the orginator of the great Falkirk Tryst, which 
had its immediate ancestors in these very ti,sts in 
Braeman of which we have still wonderful tradi- 
tions. This is one of those strange coincidences 
which occur in this eventful, veracious narrative, 


The M’Combies as Dealers. 


It was this sort of business that the M‘Combies 
had been engaged in for many generations, from the 
time of John of Forter in the middle of the seven- 
teenth century in Glenisla, and subsequently in Ab- 
erdeenshire. It will be expected that Charles M‘Com- 
bie’s dealings were very extensive. “‘My father,” writes 
his son, ‘“‘when a young man, went to the far north 

-to Caithness, Sutherland, and Skye, and the Islands 
—and bought large droves of Highland cattle and 
brought them home. They were disposed of often 
by public roup in this country, or driven to the south- 
ern markets. My father not only carried on a very 
large trade to the Falkirk markets, but also a very 
extensive business to England, and had a salesman 
who attended all the great English fairs, particu- 
larly in Leicestershire, who sold drove after drove 
that were bought by my father here. Referring to 
documents in my possession I find he had in one year 
1500 head at the October Tryst of Falkirk, 800 of 
whieh were Highland cattle and the remainder Ab- 
erdeen cattle. The Highlanders were grazed in Brae- 
mar, on the Geldie, Boynach and Corrvrone, the 
property of the Earl of Fife. His books show a 
clear profit at that fair of £2000 and the year fol- 
lowing £1500.” 


Again he tells us-—‘‘My father had dealings with 
several of the most eminent feeders in East Lothian: 
among others, with the late Adam Bogue, Linplum, 
John Rennie of Phantassie, Mr. Walker, Ferrygate. 
&e. Others were William Brodie, John Brodie, Wil- 
liam Kerr, John Slate, Archibald Skirving and Mr. 
Broadwood, farmers, all eminent feeders of stock.” 
“My father and myself always had _ about the 


best cattle at Falkirk Tryst.” “My father,” 
he further informs us, after describing the 
great dealings of the ‘‘Stateley’’ Williamsons 


as a firm the greatest dealers in the north of Scot- 
land, “became their greatest opponent, and, though 
single handed, for years conducted as large a bus- 
iness in summer as themselves.” ‘My father’s losses 
by bad debts were fully £10,000 in all.” 


Charles M‘Combie had a great reputation, evidently

much greater than the Williamsons for fine cattle; 
that is proved by the fact that we find his name as 
supplying the southern exhibitors at the first H. and 
A. S. shows—1825-29, with Aberdeenshire oxen, some 
of which won in heavy competition; while the name 
of Williamson does not appear. There was great 
rivalry among the East Lothian feeders, which they 
delighted in settling at these shows or by other 
means. They were great believers in the Aberdeen- 
shire cattle, especially the Aberdeenshire Horned 
breed. To show the spirit in which these Lothian 
feeders regarded their business, we may quote from 
a unique work, “The Breeding and Economy of Live 
Stock. Being the Result of forty years’ practical 
experience in the management of Cattle, Horses, 
Sheep and Pigs, by James Dickson, Cattle Dealer: 
Edinburg, Adam and Charles Black, North Bridge, 
MDCCCLI.”—“It may not be out of place here to 
mention that in 1f°) a sweepstake was entered into 
by four East Lothian farmers, to be claimed by the 
one who should be pronounced the best feeder of 
cattle. In order that equal chance should be enjoyed 
Mr. Chas. M‘Combie, then an extensive dealer in Ab- 
erdeenshire, was instructed to forward forty Long- 
horned Aberdeen-Angus cattle” for the purpose. Mr. 
Dickison does not give the result of the tests, un- 
fortunately. He describes the Aberdeenshire Long- 
horned as “bred in the middle districts of Aberdeen- 
shire, Donside, Strathbogie, Inveruie, Huntley, Keith, 
&c., and compared favourable with the Polled, and 
were known in England as Aberdeenshire Runts—a 
term generally given to all Scotch breeds with long 
horns and smooth coats. The Aberdeenshire Horned 
breed is particularly well adapted for crossing,’’ and 
he mentions in this connection the Kintore ox. 

The last reference to Charles is quoted in an article 
appearing in the ‘‘Lice Stock Journal.” In the same 
publication, in its obituary notice of Mr. M‘Combie, 
referring to Charles M‘Combie, William’s father, the 
writer, likely the editor, who was a Dundee man, at 
that time, says: ‘‘Before 1790 he—Charles, senior 
of Tillyfour—annually collected a lot of Polled bulls 
in Aberdeenshire, and disposed of them to breeders 
in Angus, generally at the Brechin market.’’ This 
shows that Charles M‘Combie was aware of the de- 
mand not only for the Aberdeen Horned but the Ab- 
erdeen Polled, and was accustomed to supply both. 


So much of the story of the cattle dealers, of which 
so much more could be written, these cattle dealers 
being the ones who were to become transformed into 
the breeders, under the changed conditions that made 
a new departure in their. business activities necessary. 

From these two items a very natural deduction 
may be made: That perhaps we may trace one rea- 
son for the extinction of the famous Aberdeen Horned 
Breed to the great demand for steers of the breed, 
as feeding stock, thus curtailing the supply and use 
of the bulls at home as breeding stock; and also one 
reason for the survival of the Aberdeen Polled, in 
the demand for and necessity of supplying bulls and 
females for breeding purposes, thus encouraging the 
rearing of these in the home folds. For we see that 


in 1802 females of the native polled herd were 
and very 


being sent or taken into Caithness, 


likely Charles M‘Combie had some hand in that him- 
self, as he was a regular visitor of that county as 
of the others in the north, as his son informs us. 


In looking back at the picture of these forgotten 
days we find revealed to us many figures heroic all 
truly enough. But in the perspective of that past 
there remain but very few figures of outstanding 
proportions. And of these it becomes evident that, 
by records that have been preserved to us upon which 
the judgment of the present must ke based, there 
stands out this figure of Charles M‘Combie of Tilly- 
four, head and shoulders above all. The Williamsons 
weve fortunate in having as their admirer Dr. Skene 
Keith, their neighbor in Aberdeenshire; but Charles 
M‘Combie acquired a fame that reached beyond the 
the county, in fact was national. The appearance of 
his name in the records of the Highland and 
Agricultural Society’s earliest series of shows; the 
mention of his name by the most noted authority in 
Scotland of that same time, James Dickson the great 
Edinburg dealer whose name also occurs in the High- 
land Society’s show lists, and who was also the only 
writer of note then able to decribe the breeds and take 
cognizance of those prominently identified with them, 
proves Charles’ right to the distinction here claimed 
for him—-as the leading figure in the cattle business 
of his period. To have been noted in the manner we 
find him in these records of national achievement, is 
honor indeed. It is important to the breeder. today 
to take notice of this fact, for it proves the very 
principle upon which they have to rely for the per- 
petuation of their own success, the principle of in- 
heritance. For it cannot be denied that that prin- 
ciple applied in William McCombie’s case, and that 
the preeminent ability of Charles, his father, was 
transmitted to him in full measure. Thus by the 
right of inheritance William was destined to become 
the dominant figure of his time, and he abundantly 
proved that he was, in his turn, entitled to that dis- 
tinction. All other figures recede as their names 
and achievements remain only because he came on 
the scene, comes the master spirit that lifted them 
from obscurity that would have been theirs but for 
him—the son of Charles of Tillyfour, the great 
master. herdsman of these reformation days, during 
which the foundations of the premier breed were by 
such efforts as his laid.
